TiU the judgment íb.j I shftll not go baok, 

And great is m; woe if I bave to field, 
If I oannot «alk, if I cannot walk, 

It I cannot walk in mj own green field. 

The evening became hot, and I Btretched back on & fine grassjr 
bank at the Bide of the road, and iti was not long till I fell asleep. 
Aud in my aleep I saw a tíbíoh. 

I was walkiiig, as I thought in my dream, in an imbDowi) 
country, such that I waB never before in any country like it, jt waí 
BO fine. There were narrow roads, Tery bad for wallcÍDg, running 
through this beáutiful countrj, and there were green fíelda and eoft 
green grass, and ever^ sort of flower that the eye ever saw, growing on 
each Bide <á the road.

tíiis country, and 'tis badly fh&j made them, but if a weary perB<Hi 
leaves the road to walk on the plain, they follow him with thia blach 
guard, and they catcb him and drive him before them til! they 
pnt him on the road again in spite of him."
